But tbe fight I wish to make 
is against the fellow who will sit 
(town, and In!.] his hands, and allow 
som*' other person, or ccmpany, to 
hat, (lie his t)usinrss at a good profit, 
and to the detriment of bifluelf, 
and bis follow maa< 

To show the difference of cost be- 
tween the people owninR the tele- 
phone pi Hit, and operating on a co 
operative plan, allowing some com- 
pany to own the plant, ami sell you 
the service. We will take Fulton, 
Ky. for instance : 

Within the town before the iiidi- 
pcmieiit system began to operate, 
the people were paying $1.05 per 
month for residence and $J.5U per 
month for ottice telephones. They 
are paying less today, tor tbe Cum- 
berland service, and for tbo kide- 
pendent, or rural, they are paying 
only 25c per month, aotl are get- 
ting a free inli-rrbange of service 
with Jonlan, Cayce, Moscow, Oak- 
ton, Clinton. Spring Hill, Milburn, 
Baniwrll, Maytield, Crutchlield, 
iitreltrton, Fulgham. Water Valley, 
Wiogo. Pilot Oak, Dukedom, Austen 
Springs and others, to say nothing 
of the connection with the interior of 
the county, with nearly every farm- 
er, trader anil all 'iiher occupations. 

Our sut)scribers are only paying 
just a sufficient assessment, or dues 
each month to defray tbe operating 




We have no salaried ofnr-pr.s, how- 
ever, we pay our operator maintain- 
er and others who render service 
good wages. To make a long story 
short — we operate on a co-operative 
plan — on a self sustaining basis. 

At Crutehfieid, Ky., we have been 
operating foi four years and we are 
no* paying 20c pet month dues, out 
of this we pay an operator $30.00 
per month, and maiotaineoce ex- 
penss«. aai we art out el debt, with 
some moi.ey in the treasury.

UO to $40 no a year 
lor service over one county, l> ii, as 
I said in the outset, I do not find 
fault with the Cumberland Telephone 
Company for fleecing you in this 
msnner, I wouU Uko to have their 
place and do you the aaae way^ if 
you would allow it. 

All of tbe rural systems are very 
anxious that Hfckmau will fall in 
line, and install an independent 
switchboard, and aU tbe rural people 
from every pokit of tbe compass to 
joh> them, and we can UnW a trunk 
line from Cayce, switchboard Jlo 
Hii kman, and give ihem ooMMlloo 
with several counties. 

Let's not just sit doM ud talk 
about this, but get a stove on us, 
some one set day, sad call a BMsting 
of the people at Hiekmas* and vicin- 
ity, and get the ball to tolling. 
I'oh't you ^;et ii iulo your niiiiii thai 
we can't do the work. If you have 
th« vlU, we will find the way.
